What 
the weather in this valley ts like 
now is not for possible Japanese 
ears, but it’s no longer a military 
secret that November, December 
and January were each the cold- 
est such months since ‘1934, and 
the coldest up here isn’t funny. 

The mercury stayed so long at 
45 below that folks began wonder- 
ing if the stuff was stuck in the 
glass of the thermometer tubes. 
When it fimally left the 40’s it 
skated into the 50’s, 60’s and 70’s. 

This valley where Billy Mitchell

Once Shielded 
British Fleet 


LONDON, : March 18,—()—A 
single fighter pilot was the sole 
air defense for the entire British 


|Mediterranean fleet for a time 


during the early part of the war, 
the admiralty disclosed today. 

From sucha humble beginning 
grew the mighty fleet air arm 
which, with a daring surprise at- 
tack the night of November 11, 
1940, struck a paralyzing blow at 
the Italian fleet as it lay at anchor 
in Taranto harbor. 

“The story was told for the first 
time .by the admiralty in a book- 
let, “East of Malta and West of 
Suez,” which detailed the work of 
the eastern Mediterranean fleet in 
the first 18 months of the war. 

Without Carriers. 

This fleet was without aircraft 
carriers for the first nine months 
of war, the admiralty said. Then, 
in May, 1940, the 20-year-old car- 
rier Eagle—since sunk—arrived 
from the East Indies. 

She had two squadrons of tor- 
pedo-carrying Swordfish planes 
and later acquired four Gladiator 
fighters as the basis for a fighter 
squadron. 

But there was not a fighter 
pilot aboard. So for a while the 
flying master of the Eagle, Com- 
mander C. L. Keighley-Peach, 
went up alone to defend the en- 
tire fleet. 

On one occasion he it up 
with a bullet still in his thigh 
from a previous encounter and 
shot down an attacking enemy 
plane. 

Preserved Fleet. 

Later Keighley-Peach trained 
two of the bomber pilots aboard 
the Eagle as fighter pilots, the 
booklet said, and between them 
they destroyed eleven enemy air- 
craft and “somehow contrived to 
preserve the fleet from a major 
casualty.”

Patton, who customarily wears 
a gilded battle helmet and rides 
in a private tank painted with 
stripes, was publicly introduced 
only today as the field leader of 
U. S. troops under the British 
General Sir- Harold Alexander, 
Allied ground commander. 

Patton succeeded Major Gener- 
al Lloyd R. Fredendall, who was 
in charge when Marshal: Erwin 
Rommel swept through Faki Pass 
in central Tunisia, severely maul- 
ed the U. S. troops and nearly 
turned the British First army 
flank in mid-February.

The 1943 session of the Georgia legislature 
eame to a close yesterday evening. Sine die 
adjournment wrote finis on a record of accom- 
plishment for the good of the state that has 
rarely, if ever, been equaled by any previous 
assembly session. 

Featured by harmony, the session just ended 
saw a species of teamwork that was inspiring. 
It offered splendid example of the manner ‘n 
which we all must forget factionalism and 
greed if we are to present a united front in 
the struggle for survival in this world at war. 

It is unnecessary, here, to list the many 
fine accomplishments of the session. Suffice 
it to say they effected many reforms and cured 
many evils in the laws and the government 
of the state.

The legislature gave 
him the legal equipment he asked, now it is up 
to him during the four years of his term in the 
governor's chair to give Georgia the sort of 
state government of which he is capable, the 
sort she deserves.

African Pincers 
The British Eighth Army appears to be in 
the opening stages of full assault against the 
Mareth line. 


« In north Tunisia, the British First Army*_ 


a much stronger force than has been realized— 
is poised to smash, at the right time, against 
Von Arnim’s army before Bizerte. 

In the center, the Americans under General 
Patton have re-occupied the important city of 
Gafsa and are advancing toward Gabes, 80 
If the Americans, 
Supported by the French, reach Gabes, they 
will cut off Rommel’s army to the south from 
its most important supply base and at the 
Same time sever communications between Rom- 
mel and Von Arnim. 

It has been rather freely predicted that the 
last Axis resistance in Africa, the forces in this 
Tunisian pocket, will be eliminated within the 
next 60 days, by June 1 at the very latest. The 
new battle activity gives credence to such 
predictions. But no one can doubt the fight will 
be nard. The Axis forces number about 250,000 
men, and they apparently have plenty of me- 
chanical equipment. However, their fight is 
but a rearguard delaying action in the overall 
Strategy of the hard-pressed European Axis. 
They are placed there as sacrifice, to hold back 
our forces as long as possible. Even their own 
leaders know this Tunisian force {s doomed, 
sooner or later. 

The United Nations attack has been delayed, 
partly by the weather and partly for other 
reasons. It has been necessary to transport and 
to bring to the front line sufficient equipment 
and supplies to assure superiority over the foe. 

Again, there was for some months a danger 
that the Axis, using the island of Crete as a 
base, might attack the long-drawn lines of 
communication of Montgomery’s Eighth Army. 
That danger has been removed, both by restora- 
tion of such nearer supply ports as bombed 
Bengazi and Tripoli, and by effective naval and 
air domination of the Cretan area. 

The showdown in Tunisia draws near. We 
may expect temporary setbacks before the final 
report is in, but there is every reason for full 
confidence that the destruction or capture of 
the last Axis soldier on African soil is not far 
distant.

Essen Wiped Out 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
MEDITERRANEAN STRATEGY WASHINGTON, March 18. 


Heretofore it has been as- 
sumed in most military circles that, before opening up second-front 
operations in the Mediterranean area, the Allies would undertake 
first to chase the Germans out of Tunisia. 

The assumption was made on the theory that we would want 
to use Tunisia as a jumping-off place for the 
attack, since it offers the nearest African ports 
to Sicily and southern Italy, where we are 
likely to strike. 

Also it would be desirable to gain full con- 
trol of the Mediterranean before beginning the 
assault. We now have that control, with the 
exception of the narrow waters between Tu- 
nisia and Sicily. 

Finally, it might be dangerous to launch a 
second front with any tonsiderable force ofthe 
enemy left behind to threaten our operations 
in the rear. 

Hitler himself has evidently taken this view 
of the situation or he would not have gone 
to such great pains to build up a large force 
of Axis troops in Tunisia. Immediately after 
the landing of American troops in North Africa 
last November the Germans began pouring men 
into Tunisia, their last foothold on the Dark 

Continent. That force has been steadily increased until today it 
is reported to number some 250,000. It is being augmented daily, 
though at considerable loss to the Axis. 

If we proceeded on the idea that it would be necessary to 
liquidate these 250,000 Axis troops under Rommel in Tunisia be- 
fore moving against the underside of Europe, second-front opera- 
tions would probably be delayed for several months—perhaps in- 
definitely. Rommel’s position is so well entrenched that it might 
take some time to blast him out. 


DELAY AIDS HITLER nr this basis we might not be able 


to prepare the way for a second 

front in the Mediterranean until late summer or fall, whereas most 
of our calculations have called for a much earlier beginning. 

Every month’s delay is that much advantage to Hitler. It gives 
him more time to build up his fortifications in southern France, 
in Italy and in Greece, either one or all of which may be the target 
of our attack. 2 

In rushing 250,000 men to Tunisia, he was bidding for this sort 
of needed delay. The troops he is sending to Africa are destined 
for ultimate sacrifice. Sooner or later there will be another Dun- 
kirk in reverse, except that this time there will be no ships to 
rescue Rommal’s forces. Hitler undoubtedly considers it well worth 
an expenditure of 250,000 men to gain a delay of several months 
in our second-front plans. 


BETTING ON ROMMEL What is happening in Russia indi- 


cates that he is banking heavily on 
Rommel’s ability to hold us up for quite a while yet. If war dis- 
patches can be trusted, he has been sending large quantities of 
reserves to the Russian front in an effort to stem the Soviet offen- 
sive. It is doubtful that this would have been done if he had felt 
there was any immediate danger of us launching the promised 
second front. 

No one outside of the Allied high command can say that our 
strategy does not still call for dealing decisively with Rommel first 
before moving against Europe. 

But it is interesting to mention that there is a growing belief 
in some well-informed military circles that we may pursue an 
opposite course. 


MAY BYPASS TUNISIA We may not, it is suggested, wait 


until Rommel is _ liquidated in 
Tunisia before. striking. We may not bother with him at all for 
the time being. 

Instead we may bypass him by striking directly at the southern 
tip of Italy and Sicily, thus cutting him off 
supply and leaving him to swelter in the hot African sun until 
we have established a sufficient foothold on the European con- 
tinent to permit us to deal with him at our pleasure. 

If the invasion is to be on the Atlantic side of Europe, any- 
where from the North Cape of Norway south to Spain, there would 
be even less reason for wasting our efforts on Rommel. We have 
him well pocketed, and, as General Eisenhower said the other day, 
we are certain to get him in time.

LEGISLATURE ADJOURNMENT Georgia's 1943 legislature 
adjourned on _ schedule 


yesterday, leaving a record which revives faith in the democratie 
form of government. It came through in time of a national and 
state crisis with the legislation required to meet all known problems. 
It included in its membership the fewest incompetents the capi- 
. tol has seen in years; the fewest rascals (there 
are never many of these), and fewer members 
whose personal habits were a reflection on the 

entire membership. 


It was not a rubber-stamp legislature. In- 
deed, it never showed any signs of being thet. 
It did adopt the legislation on which the Gov- 
ernor had based his campaign. That is not 
being a rubber stamp. The people had spoken 
on those measures. No legislature would be so 
foolish as to oppose the known wishes of the 
people. 

There were fewer shake-down bills put inte 
the legislative hopper than ever in the state's 
history. This is, perhaps, the greatest tribute 
to the members. Not merely were few such 
bills introduced, but when there was one such 
bill presented it was publicly labeled a shake- 
down bill and an attempt made to indict those 
who had sought to lobby for it. In this last 

week there was only one bill which produced a hot debate. This 
was the one which proposed a tax on any federal enterprise which 
duplicated a private one. Opposition senators charged it was a bill 
designed to keep TVA out of Georgia. 

This legislature already has had elaborate praise from the Gov- 
ernor and a great many others interested in government. It was 
not free from faults, but its faults were small in comparison with 
its good deeds. It will stand as the best example of what a first- 
rate legislature ought to be that the state has seen in many years. 


PRESSURE SUCCESS There was one sorry and shameful 
instance of pressure—successful pres- 
sure. 

There was a bill before the legislature which provided that if 
school textbook quality of workmanship, content and price were 
equal, the state of Georgia should purchase schoolbooks from 
firms within the state. 

There was nothing wrong with the bill. 

There was everything right with it. 

Yet, in my opinion, and in the opinion of others, it was the 
powerful schoolbook trust that put enough pressure on the bill to 
bury it in the senate. It passed the house with only four dissenting 
votes. Pressure was unsuccessfully brought in the house. It was 
intensified in the senate. 

The pressure was so great that a few county school officials 
telegraphed in to their representatives to vote against it. 

This was an utterly shameful and disloyal act. 

The people of Georgia ought to know about it. 

Let me say again that the bill provided only that where the 
quality of textbooks was the same, and where price was equal, 
the state should buy its textbooks in the state. 

Outside interests were able to influ@nce Georgians not to do that. 

Those county school men should be hunted-out. They are paid 
by Georgia money in so far as their jobs are concerned. What else 
influences them? e 
_ And why was not the state superintendent's office actively 
fighting for it? 

The State Board of Education has the right to order that pur- 
chases be so regulated. When Georgia does a book as well as 
anyone outside of Géorgia, let it be bought in Georgia. 

The Board of Education can do a patriotic job for the state by 
ordering this status and thereby confound the most powerful and 
a lobby that has for years infested the state and corrupted 
its dealings.

Not Much Leeway 

Lifting of the ban on automobile pleasure 
driving, even though accompanied by a further 
reduction in gasoline supply of “A” book hold- 
ers, appears to have been welcomed by most 
motorists. The majority opinion seemed to be 
that they would prefer having less gas and 
be allowed to use it as they please, instead of 
being under suspicion every time they drive the 
car for a couple of blocks. 

Of course, cutting the “A” allowance to 
approximately 1; gallons per week will mean 
many more motorists will receive “B” or “C” 
coupon books from their ration boards. The 
most conscientious driver who uses his car 
strictly for esse~tial transpurtation only, can 
hardly get by with 14 gallons per week, except 
in rare instances. And essential driving must 
be maintained. 

However, there are some who have not yet 
fully understood the meaning of essential 
driving. These include those who use their 
cars for transportation which is available by 
public transportation vehicles. The man, for 
instance, who, because his home is a few miles 
beyond the end of the street car line or bus 
route, drives his car all the way to his place 
of work, and back, every day. That man could 
drive to the nearest street car or bus line and 
park his car there until his return from work 
in the evening. 

In the final analysis, limitation of driving 
to essential purposes only is a matter of the 
conscience of the individual. Reduction of 
“A” coupon values will result in some lessening 
of the use of gasoline. And all of us should 
remember, if such reduction causes further 
inconvenience, that there can be no quarrel 
with the reasons which have caused that cut 
in our individual gasoline supplies. Those

Postmaster General Walker has asked for 
means to enable him to find out what it costs to 
carry the government mail—something no post- 
master general ever has known, and the post 
office department probably is the largest business 
organization in the world today. The postmaster 
general estimates that it will cost the department 
during the next year $71,000,000 to carry the 
mail output of the various governmental bureaus 
and departments, which do not have to pay post- 
age.

Having seen the remarkable achievements of the Russians. Will- 
kie concedes their efficiency but attributes all their accomplish- 
ments to fear of punishment. 

He is doubtless right in some measure, for it is fear of punish- 
ment that drives all of us. We obey the law because we fear it: 
we behave well because we fear public opinion; we plan and work 
because we fear the punishment of hunger and want. 

Some people would do well if there were no laws, but history 
shows that few can be trusted to walk in paths of virtue and™ 
decorum when great wealth or great power takes away all fear of 
punishment, 

The honor system doesn’t work unlgss some kind of fear sup- 
ports it. : 

The edict against pleasure driving in the east was effective for a 
few weeks. People were afraid to violate it. And it remained 
effective in the few localities where violators were arrested and 
deprived of their ration cards. But people in other communities 
soon learned they had nothing to fear, and traffic increased day 
after day until it was back to normal. The streets were filled with 
cars even on Sunday afternoons. Patriotism wasn't enough to 
overcome desire. 

It is this weakness of human nature that makes the income tax 
a cruel farce. It is based in part on the honor system, and honor 
is overcome by greed. 

People who work for wages or salaries carry the full burden of 
the tax, for their incomes are reported and they can’t dodge. But 
those who are in business for themselves can pad their .expenses 
and conceal their cash receipts without fear of detection. 

Big concerns take every deduction the law allows, but they do 
keep accurate records. It is the little people—the tens of thousands 
who make from $5,000 to $50,000 a year—who evade the tax by 
faking their records or keeping none. 

I once asked an inspector what the government does when a 
prosperous farmer or businessman hides his profits by -keeping 
inadequate records. “Nothing,” he replied. “If a man has no books 
except notes stuck on a nail, or if he claims to have lost his records, 
we take hts word for it. When we took such cases into court, we 
always lost, so we quit trying.” 

‘All of us‘have rich neighbors who make and spend 10 dollars to 
our one, yet pay far less tax than.we do. And that unfairness 
gripes. 

If the government can't get them all, it could at least track

When General Arnold returned 
in July, 1940, this base was not 
only well under way, but others 
were getting started in Alaska. 
Uncle Sam didnt have many 
planes then: the idea wa. that if 
you build bird nests, the birds 
will come. 

There was only one bird at this 
base then—an O-38 observation 
ship, used for testing and taxiing. | 
But by winter, the base had a 
good start toward the objective. | 
Plans called for its being a sort of | 
Noah's Ark — testing ground for | 
two each of every type Army com- 
bat and transport ship. The CWTD | 
doesn’t bother with trainers. The | 
country up here is a bit too rug- 
ged for flight training. 

. And into this ark they have 
come, two by two. At first they 
landed on dirt. At night they were | 
guided in by the flickering light | 
of firepots. It’s different now. 
That O-38, with the now Lieuten 

ant Colonel Gaffney at the con- 
trols, dedicated the mile-long con- 
crete runway which was itself the 
result of cold-weather testing. The 
old-timers had said concrete would 
buckle and heave in Alaskan win- 
ter. When that runway was fin- 
ished, it contained more concrete 
than was in all the sidewalks and 
streets of Alaskan cities combined. 

At other times, the CWTD has 
borrowed from local experience— 
particularly that of the territory’s | 
famed bush pilots. 

“But the principle is the same.” 
Colonel Gaffney told me. “It’s sim- 
ply warming up your motor be- 
fore you can expect it to take you 
up. The only difference is we've 
got to be ready to take off in a 
‘hurry; so we've got to warm up 
' faster.” 
| The fact that Japs are them- 
selves camped on Alaskan soil, in 
the Aleutians, has made it impos- | 
sible for the CWTD to keep a de- 
tached, scientific attitude.

MY DAY: Supreme Court . 
By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—I enjoyed the music so much last 
Sunday afternoon at the Pan-American Union building. Mr. Terry 
La Franconi sang some charming Mexican songs, accompanied by 
Elena Crivella, who plays the piano delight- 
fully. She also accompanied Madame Genia 
Ury, a Russian with a very lovely voice. The 
whole program, which lasted only three-quar- 
ters of an hour, was delightful. 

I learned afterwards that a group meets 
after these programs on Sunday and talks 
Spanish and Portuguese for an hour. This is a 
very good idea, for when people are learning a 
language it is often very difficult to find people 
who can talk to them on interesting subjects 
and who have patience enough not to make 
them self-conscious. gs 

I arrived in Washington this morning early, = be 
after a very warm night on the train. A very great honor was 
accorded me in being allowed to lunch with some members of the 
supreme court on my wedding anniversary.

If that is to be true in the future, we have a lot to accomplish 
during these war years, for it means we can have no depression 
period. We had better face certain facts right now, because we 
can’t overcome them unless we do, since they don’t mean going 
back to the American way of life of the early thirties, but going 
forward to a bold, secure, new American way of life.

Creole Sauce: Melt 3 tablespoons 
bacon drippings, ham or sausage 
fat and add 1-2 cup coarsely chop- 
ped onions, 1 small sweet green 
pepper cut fine and 1-2 cup finely 
cut celery. Cover and simmer for 
10 minutes without browning. Add 
a nub of garlic, 2 cups stewed 
fresh tomatoes or canned toma- 
toes, a sprig of parsley, 2 whole 
cloves, a small bayleaf and 1 
teaspoon sugar. Cover and boil 
gently for 25 minutes. Skim out 
the cloves, bayleaf and garlic. Mix 
2 tablespoons flour with 3 table 
spoons cold water to make a 
smooth paste, add to the sauce and 
stir until slightly thickened. Add 
the shrimp and 1-2 cup water or 
meat stock and cook over hot 
water until the shrimp are 
thoroughly heated. Serve with 
plenty of boiled rice. 

Orange Shortcake is a grand 
fruit dessert for this season of the 
year. Mix 2 cups enriched flour 
with 1-2 teaspoon salt, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 4 teaspoons baking 
powder and 1 tablespoon grated 
orange peel. Rub in 1-2 cup short- 
ening with a fork and, when 
blended, stir in about 1-2 cup cold 
water or milk to make a soft 
dough. Turn the dough out on a 
floured board and pat to one-half 
or two-thirds inch thickness. Cut 
with a large round cutter and 
bake in a hot oven for 15 minutes. 
Split each shortcake and butter 
lightly. Have ready 1 large peel 
ed, sliced orange for each portion. 
Put half the orange slices between 
the shortcakes and the rest on top 
and sprinkle lightly with sugar.

Bengal Chutney: Use 7 pounds 
tart cooking apples. Peel, core 
and chop the apples coarsely. Mix 
in a kettle with 3-4 cup brown 
Sugar, 4 tablespoons dry mustard, 
1-4 cup salt, 2 tablespoons finely 
chopped onions, 1 small nub gar- 
lice cut fine, 1-2 cup chopped 
seeded raisins, 3 cups vinegar 
and 1-8 teaspoon cayenne pepper. | 


Boil slowly, stirring frequently, 
until the apples are very tender 
and the mixture about as thick as 
thin apple sauce. It will thicken 
more as it cools. Pour into small 
sterilized bottles and seal at once. 
I use half-pint preserve jars as 
they are a conyenient size. This 
chutney is very hot, but is deli- 
cious with curry and also. once 
in a while, I like a little added to 
French dressing and served with 
a very cold crisp green salad. 
Make plain muffins slightly 
sweeter than usual for dessert.

Health, in their annual 
here yesterday, were told in the 
yearly report of Director Thomas 
F. Abercrombie, of the Georgia 
Department of Public Health. 

During their session, in the de- 
partment of health offices, the 
board members re-elected Robert 
F. Maddox, Atlanta banker, as 
their chairman. He has served in 
that capacity for the past 20 
years. 

In his report, Dr. Abercrombie 
said the birth rate in the state 
increased from 21.6 per 1,000 
population to 23.1 during the past 
year, as the death rate declined. 

Appropriation Boosted. 

The report revealed that, since 
1937, when the state health de- 
partment appropriation was 1n- 
creased from “around $100,000 to 
$600,000 yearly” and liberal fed- 
eral funds became available, the 
lowest death rate on record last 
year resulted. The drop was 2 per 
cent in the five-year period. 
The board adopted amendments 

venereal disease quarantine 
regulations to permit the depart- 
ment to send diseased women to 
a federal public health service in- 
slitution in Savannah, when the 
detention home opens. It also 
passed shellfish sanitation regula- 
tions. 

In a statistical breakdown of his 
report, Dr. Abercrombie said there 
were 28.807 deaths in the state last 
year, compared to 72,189 live 
births recorded.
